Chapter 1 - N. H. Colonial Notes (continued) 

(inside cover shows photo of 1742 issue note described in previous installment, plus 
examples of reprints from both sheets of 1755 issue described below. August and 
September issues of the Numismatist have an article on "Financial History of 
Colonial New Hampshire" which is interesting, with illustrations of all notes in the 
small sheet of 1755 reprints.) 

6. Issue dated Apr. 3 > 1775 •* 

Reprints of this issue similar to others mentioned above occur in two sheets. 

(Me sheet is composed of six notes, each about 5 3/8 long by 2 3/8 inches high. A 
frame around each one about inch wide has denomination in space at top, as "Old 
Tenor". For example, the six pence has "2/s 0. T." at top. "6 d" is above "Crown 
Point" at each end of top line, with "Province of New Hampshire (No. )" in center. 
Next is "This bill of Six Pence equal to one thirtieth of a Spanish milled Dollar 
carrying the Interest of one per cent pr an; shall be reciev'd into the Treasury of 
the Province of New Hampshire in all Publick Payments, Portsmouth april ye third 
1755 - Dy order of the General Assembly" Below at left is lower part of tree with 
castle at left and field at right. At right is squirrel on branch of tree with 
"committee" vertically at right of tree. At bottom "Crown Point" is on each side 
with 6 d above, and between is a blank line with June 1 at left end and 1756 at 
right end. Two other lines above this provide spaces for the other two signatures. 
6d in MHS, also reprints. 

Other denominations in this sheet are similar style with squirrel replaced by 
bird on branch on 5 shillings, l/3 Spanish milled dollar, 20/s O.T. (date on middle 
line), game cock on mound on 3 shilling, one fith Spanish dollar, 12/s O.T. 
rabbit on one shilling, one fifteenth of a Spanish dollar, 4/s O.T. 
bird flying on 3 shilling, 9 pence, one fourth Spanish dollar, 15/s O.T. 
bird on mound with spray in beak on 7 shilling, 6 pence, Spanish dollar, 30/s O.T. 

The latter denomination with center missing is in N. H. Historical Society with 
signatures: Peter , Hen , 

Notes in the second sheet are 5 3/8 x 3 ^ inches tall. Frames are not bordered 
by straight lines as in the other sheet but are composed of scrollwork resembling 
leaves and shells. On the 10 shilling, 2/3 of a Spanish milled dollar, 4o/s 0. T. 
there is a fox at the top with the Old Tenor denomination. Wording corresponds to 
that on the 6 pence note above but the tree has no castle or field behind it and 
the birds, etc. are missing from lower right. 

Fifteen shilling, one Spanish Milled Dollar, 6o/s O.T. has an unnatural looking 
sqtiirrd a t top, standing on four legs with tail straight behind.' Thirty shillings, 
two Spanish Milled dollars, 6 pounds 0. T. has a stag at top. The three pounds, 
our Spanish milled dollars, 12 pounds 0. T. has what appears to be wings of a bird 
at top. All these have Crown Point on them and the June 1 1756 date in addition to 
the April third 1755 date. * 


6a. June 1, 1756* It appears from above evidence that the listing of this date by 
Wayte Raymond is probably an error, due to the two dates on above issue.
